DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claim 1, the independent claim includes " determining a correction value, if 
predefined operating conditions exit, depending on the measured value and a comparison value 
which is determined depending on at least one further measured value of a further sensor, 
checking and adapting an adaptation value depending on the correction value, and correcting 
measured values with the adaptation value" in combination with the remaining claim limitation 
is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. Froehlich et al teach (ABSTRACT) correcting 
measured values as a function of operating variables of an engine, the corrections employing an 
air mass flow rate. However, the method is not for correcting values of an "air mass sensor". 

Re claim 8, the independent claim includes " determining a correction value, depending 
on the measured value and the comparison, checking and adapting an adaptation value depending 
on the correction value, and correcting measured values with the adaptation value" in 
combination with the remaining claim limitation is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior 
art. Froehlich et al teach (ABSTRACT) correcting measured values as a function of operating 
variables of an engine, the corrections employing an air mass flow rate. However, the method is 
not for correcting values of an "air mass sensor" (line 2 of Applicant's claim 1).
